TRACTION LINE 


Has Been 
Running Into 


One Year. 


Sey mour 


Though it does not seem so long the 
Indianapolis, Columbus and Southern 
Traction line has been running into 
Seymour for a little more than one 
year. 
The first car, carrying passen­ 
gers as far as 8ih St., was run Thurs­ 
day ev ening. October 3, 19 07. 
The 
car was in charge of Conductor Chas. 
Brown and Motormaan Chas. Calv in. 
W. G. Irwin, 
v ice-president of the 
company, and a number of 
other 
officials of the road were on board 
and a few passengers, including one 
or two from . Seymour 
and Robert 
Hays of Cortland. 
The substation at 
West Reddington was not in serv ice 
and as they were getting too far away 
from the source of their power no 
attempt was made to bring the car on 
down 
town. 
Only one 
passenger 
boarded the car here and as no other 
cars were run that night be returned 
by way of the Pennsylv ania. 
On the following ev ening, October 
4th, it was expected to operate cars 
ev ery hour but when the current was 
turned on at Reddington not a wheel 
would turn. 
On Saturday morning, 
CX fcsber 5th, the trouble was located 
and soon remedied.

The first car arriv ed at the inter- 
urban station late in the afternoon 
and was to start out at 5 o’clock but 
on account of getting the rear truck s 
off the track at the “ Y ” here there 


was a delay of thirty-fiv e minutes. 
Quite a number were out to see the 
first passenger car come in and go 
out from the passenger station. 
The same party bought the first four 
t ck ets sold here and the first two, No.

There was no serv ice during the fol­ 
lowing week but cars run again on 
Sunday, October 13th, one year ago 
today. 
Cars were run again on Sat­ 
urday night and Sunday, October 19 tl 
and 20th, and regular serv ice was in­ 
augurated on Monday morning, Octo­ 
ber 21st. 
Thus it will not be a year 
till one week from tomorrow when cars 
began running regularily. 
The Indianapolis

Traction Company began business on 
a regular schedule on Wednesday, 
Nov ember 6th, and cars hav e been 
coming in regularly from Louisv ille 
since that date.

Number of Cases Among Coal Miners 
Below the Average. 
A 
mining 
journal 
published 
at 
Scranton has been calling attention 
to the curious fact that in coal min 
ing communities there is a marked de 
flciency in the mortality from tuber­ 
culosis as compared with that of oth­ 
er localities. 
This is a phenomenon 
that has a’so been observed in Great 
Britain and attention has been drawn 
to it by B. H. Thwaite. 
According to Mr. Thwaite the ef­ 
fects noted may be due to the physio 
logical effects of carbon monoxide, 
for he finds that men engaged about 
blast furnaces and gas producers are 
peculiarly free from tuberculosis trou­ 
ble. 
It is suggested in Mines and Min­ 
erals that the presence of carbon dust 
In the lungs may be a cause of pro­ 
duction of CO, and that this wilkserve 
to explain the immunity of miners 
from the disease. 
The tubercle bacillus t = a creature 
of extreme tenacity of life. 
It is en­ 
cased in a waxy integument and is 
proof against even nitric acid, but 
gases are so penetrating in their pow­ 
ers of diffusion that it can well be 
considered that carbonic oxide might 
reach the tissues of a creature in a 
subtle manner, for the gas cannot be 
perceived.

New 
Method 
of 
River 
Protection 
Promises to Be Successful. 
A new uso for concrete is in the 
protection of levees on the lower Mis­ 
sissippi. 
The usual way of protecting 
these levees from damage by wave 
wash is by a w’ooden revetmert, con­ 
sisting of planks placed vertically at 
the base or toe of the riverward slope 
of the levee. 
They are fastened firmly between 
two rails near their top and to one 
near their bottom. 
This makes a 
sort of tight board fence from six 
to nine feet high. 
It is braced by 
stringers which are anchored in the 
crown of the levee. 
As a substitute, writes a 
United 
States engineer in the Manufacturers’ 
Record, it was decided to try a con­ 
crete jacket extending from near the 
top of the levee to the toe of the 
slope and thence vertically two feet 
into 
the 
berme. 
The 
curbing 
at 
the 
toe 
of 
the 
slope 
was 
to 
prevent 
any 
wash tak­ 
ing place which would undermine the 
revetment, and also to prevent bur­ 
rowing animals from making holes 
through the base of the levee. 
The concrete consisted of one part 
of cement to five parts of sand snd 
eight parts of gravel and was placed 
four inches thick. 
A re-enforcement 
of wire fabric was used for the pur­ 
pose of holding the concrete together 
in the event that the earthen embank­ 
ment w'ould shrink away from the re­ 
vetment and also to serve as a barrier 
to drift logs and timber that would 
be likely to wear down the concrete 
surface in places by pounding against 
it. 
After this spring’s high water had 
been against the concrete jacket for­ 
ty days no weakness or defect was 
noticed.

Is this n ation an y better off, with it* 
mag n ificen t fleet of iron clads an d its larg er army , than 
it would have been if it had paid its n ation al debt an d 
stood to-day as the on e g reat n ation on the face of the 
earth n ot owin g a dollar? 
The surplus ex cess of our military an d n aval ex pen di­ 
ture for the last ten y ears would have reclaimed every 
arid acre within the limits of this coun try , an d would 
have g iven us mag n ificen t caualr, stretchin g from the 
North to the South. 
Every school in the coun try has 
its military compan y . 
We are all cravin g for war, aud 
wo can n ot be cravin g for war an d n ot have war. 
I con ten d that the prin ciples of rig ht an d justice are 
etern al an d can be depen ded on . 
If we can trust God 


to see that our dollars are paid, I thin k we can trust Him 
to make g ood His declaration s that rig hteousn ess will 
ex alt the n ation .

Ex ten ded ex perimen ts recen tly con 
ducted in German y have shown clearly 
th at fruit trees suffer materially , n n d 
are often killed outrig ht, when g rass 
is allowed to g row un der the tree an d 
Hose up to the trun k. Various probable 
reason s for this effect, such mh t..e re­ 
moval of plan t food an d of water by 
the g rass, also tin * supposed liberation 
of carbon ic acid, which mig ht prove 
In jurious to the roots of the trees, have 
been demon strated to lie outside the pri­ 
mary cause of In jury . 
After 
seven 
y ears’ work it was con cluded by an 
ex perimen ter that tho in jurious effect 
could be due on ly to some poison ous 
tubstan ce formed In the soil by the 
roots of the g rass.

R e c ov e r i n g t l i e l l ut t e r m t l k. 
A lin e of In vestig ation with referen ce 
to recoverin g the buttermilk that had 
been lost in the larg e creamery was 
un dertaken by the Kan sas ex perimen t 
station , an d some very valuable results 
have been obtain ed. 
Buttermilk to the 
ex ten t of several million dollars ha® 
t>een dumped In to tho streams of the 
State of Kan sas every y ear. 
By dry ­ 
in g this buttermilk an d turn in g it In to 
a food product the feedin g value of 
buttermilk 
can 
be

recovered.

Ames, Iowa, the last of July .

meetin g were represen tatives’ from the 
ex perimen t station s of a larg e n umber 
of States. 
These ex perts met there at 
the 
lollcltatlon of the chief of the 
Un ited States bureau of an imal In dus­ 
try . 
The g overn men t 
ex perts 
have 
worked out a serum which will preven t 
hog cholern . 
It is predicted that there 
will bo such a deman d for this serum 
that the g overn men t will n ot he able 
to supply all the States, as It has don e 
with Black leg Vaccin e an d Tuberculin . 
It Is ex pected that each 
State 
will 
man ufacture Its own hog cholera ser­ 
um, an d it was In order to g ive com­ 
plete in struction s In the details of mak­ 
in g this serum that the ex perts of the 
Efferen t States were in vited to visit 
the g overn men t station at Ames, IW a . 
It is hoped by station officials that a r­ 
ran g emen t* may be made so that this 
serum may l>e produced for distribution 
throug hout 
Colorado. 
It will 
prob­ 
ably bo n t least two mon ths before 
much can be effected alon g this lin e. 


Th® S t r a w b e r r y R n m p l ie r r y . 
The strawberry raspberry Is n ot on e 
of Burban k’s production s; it 
Is n ot 
n ew ; It is n ot a valuable fruit, an d in ­ 
stead of bein g a cross between 
the 
traw!terry n n d the raspberry It is a 
llBfin ct species. 
Tills species has been 
g rown in America In a limited way for 
g reat man y y ears, an d was reln tro- 
luced from Japan , where it is n ative, 
about twen ty y ears ag o. 
It was quite 
widely dissemin ated a few y ears later, 
but it lias n ever developed an y com­ 
mercial importan ce. 
The plan ts n ro attractive in an orn a- 
n en tal way , as they make a den se mass 
of foliag e, an d flowers are produced, 
throug h a lon g period. The berries are 
larg e, red In color, an d quite apt to 
crumble, an d they are dry , seedy an d 
in sipid. 
The plan ts are un usually un produc­ 
tive, their fruit-bearin g habit resem­ 
blin g tho wild thimble berry of t he 
foothills, n n d n s a commercial sort they 
have been n o more profitable. 
It Is usually the safest plan to test 
n ovelties in a small way n t first. 
In 
Colorado, in particular, ex cept for lo­ 
cal market, the trade deman ds larg e 
quan tities of well kn own , staple kin ds. 
All these varieties will n o doubt he 
displaced hy better 
on es, 
but 
such 
thin g s take place slowly .—W. Paddock, 
Colorado Ag ricultural Colleg e.

Every n ow an d then the old question 
crops up as to the advisability of heavy 
application s of common salt for aspara­ 
g us. 
This question has been quite def­ 
in itely settled in the n eg ative, it was 
thoug ht, lon g sin ce; hut the claim (an d 
practice) seems still to persist. 
Some­ 
thin g over a y ear ag o, Professor E. 
Walker of the Arkan sas Ex perimen t 
Station an n oun c'd that he had foun d 
a distin ct hem-fit to accrue from the 
use of heavy doses of salt on small 
g arden plats of asparag us—presumably 
plan ted broadcast—a ben efit which he 
seemed to thin k could be but in ade­ 
quately accoun ted for by the destruc­ 
tion by the salt of the weeds in the 
bed. 
Some y ears sin ce ex perimen ts at the 
Georg ia station on half an acre in di­ 
cated a ben efit, too, un der heavy appli­ 
cation s of salt, but there was n ot a 
sufficien t differen ce to pay for the salt, 
n or was the in crease un der salt equal 
to that with kaln it, where even half 
the quan tity of the latter was used. 
In n either case did the ex cessive a bdi­ 
cation s pay . 
It is i>osslble that the in creased ben e­ 
fit from larg ? doses of salt on g arden 
beds of asparag us, for which Walker 
can n ot 
accoun t, may Do due to tho 
effect of the salt In attractin g moisture, 
thus keepin g up a con tin ual develop­ 
men t of the plan t throug hout the sum­ 
mer day s. 
Asparag us is a commodity 
that must be fertilized n y ear ahead 
for results. 
In other words, the de- 
velopin en t of the presen t y ear’s root 
sy stem, or "stool,” limits the capacity 
of tho stool to push up robust an d v!g * 
orou« 
shoots 
the 
followin g 
sprin g , 
Hen *'^ a stron g an d vig orous summef 
g rowth In sures a correspon din g y ield 
the iMx t season . 
This can n ot be n udj 
without abun dan t moisture.

President Roosevelt has appointed a 
commission of five men to report on 
methods of Improving the social condi­ 
tions of farm life. 
Next to the con­ 
servation of national resources, he re­ 
gards the well-being of the farmer as 
the chief problem before the nation. 
On the man who gives us t he materials 
for clothes and final the entire nation 
depends. 
Through him society Is root­ 
ed In the land. 
Many of 
the great 
economic 
improvements In late years 
have been directed to tho betterment 
of fanning. 
The Department of Agri­ 
culture has been working to Increase 
the productivity of the land, to In­ 
struct farmers In the best methods of 
cultivation. 
All the development of 
Irrigation, the establishment of rqyal 
postal delivery, the improvement 
of 
W aterway» and railroads over which 


the product of the land Is sent to the 
cities, the good roads movement, the 
creation of State agricultural colleges, 
the regeneration of the district school 
sj'stem, have tended to make fanning 
more 
prosperous 
and 
the 
farmer 
healthier and better instructed. 
But 
most of this work has dealt In land and 
crops and tools and roads; It has In 
large measure missed the human be­ 
ing. 
The 
President's most Inspiring 
idea, his most statesmanlike move, Is 
the belief that It Is the 
man 
that 
counts. 
We must help and 
Improve 
human beings. 
We must make farm 
life so attractive that the best strength 
of the nation will live it. 
At present 
the brilliant prizes of life seem to lie 
in the city, and too many capable boys 
are tempted away from the soil. 
To 
bring to the farm the essential com­ 
forts and intellectual Interests of the 
dtles, to give farm boy and farm girl 
every chance for self-improvement, to 
secure to the farmer his proper share 
of the profit of his labor, to make life 
in the country most worth living 
this 
Is the problem the solution of which 
will strengthen the foundations of na­ 
tional prosperity. 
Measures to bo con­ 
sidered by the commission ore the es­ 
tablishment of postal savings banka 
the creation of rural parcel post, bj 
which the former may more easily get 
the products of manufacture, the in­ 
crease of “co-operation between farm­ 
ers for buying, selling and borrowing,” 
and the “better adaptation of 
rural 
schools to the training of children for 
life on the farm.” 


College 
athletics 
in Ameilea, the 
drift toward professionalism and the 
progressively fewer members of 
the 
student body who Interest themselves, 
except as spectators, In athletics, have 
occupied the attention of educationists 
in this country for over a decade. Lat­ 
terly there has been a wholesome ten­ 
dency manifested to eradicate this evil, 
though the stigma Is by no means re­ 
moved. 
It Is interesting to note In this 
connection what a British scholar, res­ 
ident for a year In America, finds ob­ 
jectionable In the American system. In 
a long letter to the London Times he 
has conveyed his impressions of stu­ 
dent llfo and Ideals here. 
He believes 
that the demoralization resulting from 
“profeslsonallsm” Is 
attributable 
to 
three things: 
First, that while the In­ 
terest is general few students actually 
take part In the athletic contests; sec­ 
ond, that the members of tho athletic 
team are often unequipped to benefit 
by college work and achieve only ath­ 
letic distinction; and, third, that the 
corruption In athletic sports fosters a 
general low standard of honor. 
These 
are not new criticisms, of course, but 
they are developed with more sharp- 
n’ess than Is ordinarily found In Ameri­ 
can discussion. The writer thinks that 
the system of hiring professional coach­ 
es whose business it Is to win for their 
several colleges and thus Increase iheir 
prestige and attract students Is largely 
responsible for this condition. 
On that 
point ho says: 
“I 
have almost i»er- 
suaded some American students to be­ 
lieve, but I do not believe that I have 
succeeded In convincing one, that there 
Is no organized and systematic coach 
Ing of athletic teams in English univer­ 
sities such as Is practiced in American 
mlloge*, where professional 
trainers 
ordinarily receive, for a few weeks’ 
work, more than the best professors get 
for a year’s academic service.” 
He ob­ 
jects that with the spirit of profession­ 
alism Intrenched tho real purpose of 
athletics Is overlooked and that the 
training It Is meant to give to the 
whole student body is lost. 
Tho En­ 
glish observer, who Is Inclined to think 
that athletics and outdoor sports are 
one and tho same, probably overlooks 
the gymnasium 
exercise that Is re­ 
quired In our colleges. 
Still there can 
be no doubt but that the spirit of the 
amateur which characterizes English 
sport is the true spirit, and America Is 
making progress toward the substitu­ 
tion of this ideal. 
It will come with 
time.

drive to the Selarnlk in the Hamidieh mosque, which is practically within tne 
grounds of the palace. 
By thus showing himself freely to his people Abdul 
Hamid has done a good stroke of busiuess for himself, because the 'lurk Is 
a patient beast of burden, absolutely loyal to bis padlshah, and only asking 
not to be rhlden to death by corrupt pashas and palace favorites. 
Hence the 
publiif appearances of the Sultan have been the occasion of a series of out 
bursts of perfectly sincere loyalty.

A Pittsburg firm Is making a special­ 
ty of glass grave “stones,” which show 
portraits of tho deceased blown In the 
front. 
Contracts have been awarded for al­ 
most 10,000 tons of dynamite for use 
on the Panama canal within the next 
twelve months. 
Tho Island 
of 
Formosa 
exported 
4,121,500 pounds of camphor lyst year, 
of which 1,005,300 pounds came to the 
United States. 
A patent has been granted to an at­ 
tachment to a rocking chair to operate 
a fan to cool the occupant while sway­ 
ing to and fro. 
The United States produced 5,004 
long tons of manganese last year, worth 
$24,703, more than any previous year 
except 1902 and 1900. 
Over $225,000 has been subscribed to 
the Koch endowment to be applied to a 
crusade against tuberculosis, under the 
direction of l>r.

More rapid changes In animal and 
vegetable life? says Science, are taking 
place In New Zealand than almost any­ 
where else in the world. 
The native 
Polynesian race is disappearing before 
the European; the native wild animals 
amount to little in contest with im­ 
ported species, many of which now run 
wild; the streams are full of Ameri­ 
can and European trout, which attain 
an enormous size; and even the forests 
are to be rep’aced by planting foreign 


trees 
as 
the native ones disappear 
Eleven million larches, oaks, spruces, 
Douglas firs and eucalypts have already 
been planted, and vast numbers of seed­ 
lings are coming In all the time. 
The 
reason for replacing the native trees 
with species from the United States, 
Europe and Australia is that those of 
New Zealand are too slow of growth, 
although some of thorn produce excel­ 
lent timber. 
The Implantations thrive 
everywhere. 
The older 
countries 
having 
been 
stripped of their forests, In many cases 
to tho danger point, search Is now be­ 
ing made for valuable woods In newer 
lands. 
Among these Is Brazil, which 
Is known to possess enormous wealth 
of this kind. 
Already the great Bra­ 
zilian forests are beginning to feed the 
sawmills whi' li are rapidly being erect­ 
ed. 
it has l>ccn remarked that not­ 
withstanding the vast Increase In the 
use of metal all over the world, tin* 
demand for wood Is still growing. Many 
of the forests of Brazil are yet so far 
from the railroads that they remain 
in comparative safety, but others are 
feeling the ax. 
An lucreaslng quantity 
of timber finds its way from the In­ 
terior to Rio de Janeiro, where It is 
used for paeking-boxos, match manu­ 
facture. and many other purposes, and 
a note of alarm Is sounded by those 
who have learned what it means to 
strip a country of its forest resources 
without providing for their renewal.

The native blacks of Australia are 
steeped in superstition. 
A black fellow 
will on no account go near the spot 
where another black has been buried. 
He has a deep rooted aversion to ouo 
particular bird— the wagtail— because, 
he says, “him all day talk, talk along 
a white feller, tellum all about black 
feller,” and no opportunity is lost of 
killing these little birds. 
Many tribes “bury” their dead by 
sticking them up into the forks of trees 
and there leaving them till the flesh 
has either dropped or been taken, leav­ 
ing the bones clean. 
These bones are 
then taken down, the larger ones buried 
and the smallest handed round as keeiv- 
sakes to those nearly related to the de­ 
ceased. 
Should one black fellow wish 
the death of a rival or enemy he points 
the bone at him. 
This means that ho 
takes one of his late relation’s bones 
from his dilly bag and points it, in the 
presence of witnesses, at the man he 
wishes to get rid of, all the time pour­ 
ing forth threats and curses. 
Strange as it may seem, the one 
pointed at will often languish and even­ 
tually die, perhaps in a month, perhaps 
in a year, for no sooner is the bone 
pointed than he makes up his mind to 
die, and there is no saving him.—Lon­ 
don Standard.

BURMESE DOCTORS’ SECRETS. 


Cure« for Cobra Bl<« anA for Hydro­ 
phobia They W ill Not Divulge. 
Every one knows, of course, that the 
bite of the Indian cobra is fatal, says 
the London Standard. 
But what Euro­ 
peans do not actually know Is w’hether 
or not the natives of India really pos­ 
sess the cures they claim to have both 
for cobra bite and for hydrophobia. 
A few years ago an Indian civilian 
in Burma strolled out with his gun In 
the evening. 
When scarcely a hundred 
yards from the zayat or shelter in 
which he was camping S 
was bit­ 
ten In the leg by a cobra, which he 
promptly shot. 
He at once returned to 
the zayat and scrawled a pencil note to 
be carried by bis orderly to bis chief, 
the deputy commissioner, and then re­ 
signed himself to the attentions of a 
couple of Burmese medicine men who 
happened to be passing the night there 
and to the death which he accepted as 
absolutely inevitable. 
Meantime his 
superior officer proceeded 
direct 
to 
headquarters on receipt of the news to 
seal up the unfortunate man’s effects, 
after which he set out for the -zayat 
to see to the burial of his subordinate. 
On the road he met the “dead man” 
comfortably Jogging along toward head­ 
quarters quite recovered. The Burmese 
medicine men had scarified the wound 
and rubbed a certain paste into it. 
They had also given the patient cer-. 
tain infusions to drink and had cured 
him. 
Nothing, however, would Induce 
them to give away the secret. 
Our own medicine men have many 
cures of hydrophobia to their credit, 
but cures of cobra bites are almost un­ 
known. An English officer in the Shan 
states kept a number of dogs, one of 
which recently went mad and hit one of 
the sahib’s servants. 
The station was 
an Isolated one. 
The services of a 
Shan doctor were called In and the ser­ 
vant, after passing through all the se­ 
vere stages of the terrible disease, was 
absolutely and completely cured by the 
Shan doctor. 
The English officer offered 1,000 ru­ 
pees for the secret of the treatment 
used and to a Shan this would, of 
course, be a large sum ot money. 
But 
the secret was never divulged.

The gnat, a v ery minu te species, is 
the principal enemy of the fly , which, 
bu t for Its Interference, wou ld prac­ 
tically onlhllate the wheat-growing in­ 
d u stry in this cou ntry . 
It is known 
to science as I’oly gnotu s, and operates 
In a v ery pecu liar fashion, lay ing Its 
eggs in the eggs of the hesslan fly be­ 
fore the la tte r a re hatched . 
T his d oes 
not prev ent the nmggot-like larv a? of the 
pest from hatching ou t, and their d e­ 
stru ctiv e capacity —they su ck the sap 
of the y ou ng 
w heat 
plants 
Is 
not 
d iminished . 
Hu t they d o not tra ns ­ 
form into flies. 
Instead , gnats emerge 
from their bod ies, to repeat the per­ 
formance and continu e tiie bu siness of 
fly d estru ction. 
A Neiv Police Sy stem . 
T he d istribu tion of gnats for the pro­ 
tection of the w heat crop is in line 
w ith a new plan of operation by which 
friend ly hu gs are to be sy stem atically 
u tilized for 
policing 
the 
cu ltiv ated 
areas of the cou ntry , to regu late the 
rogu e Insects. 
This plan, it m ight be 
said , was long ago ad opted by natu re 
herself. 
All that the gov ernment is 
try ing to d o is to offer intelligent a s­ 
sistance, the id ea in v iew being to aid 
the farm ers by keeping the whole U nit­ 
ed States u nd er su rv eillance. 
W hen It 
Is fou nd th a t any d estru ctiv e pest is 
rapid ly increasing in q certain section. 
It may often be practicable to tight it, 
or perhaps to w ard off a seriou s ou t­ 
break, by the transportation of insect 
enemies from some other region to the 
scene of the trou ble.

The qu estion is not how mu ch the 
fa nne r cou ld raise withou t the protec­ 
tion of friend ly Insects, bu t w hether 
he cou ld raise any thing at all.

Is not merely when seriou s ou tbreaks 
threaten th a t they are u sefu l, bu t con­ 
tinu ally . 
To pu t the m atter In other 
word s, the agricu ltu rist Is d eriv ing a 
stead y and constant profit from one of 
na tu re ’s most powerfu l forces, th a t of 
parasitism — a fo rce that has probnbly 
been 
more 
largely 
Instru m ental in 
shaping the statu s of animal life ov er 
the face of tho globe than we can, w ith 
ou r present limited 
knowled ge, conl- 
prehend . 
T his is the force which the B u reau 
of Insects is try ing to u tilize, in some 
instances by transporting friend ly bu gs 
from 
one 
place 
to another 
In 
or­ 
d er to giv e them an opportu nity to d o 
their work w here It is most w anted . 
T hero seems to he good reason for be­ 
liev ing tha t certain parasitic flies may 
be u tilized for fighting 
grasshoppers, 
which ev en a t the present time are a 
v ery d estru ctiv e i>cst in parts of the 
W e s t 
The cu ltiv ation of the soil has 
to a great ex tent d estroy ed the great 
grasshopper-breed ing areas which— tho 
eggs of these insects being laid in the 
grou nd —form erly su pplied su ch Innu ­ 
merable sw arm s, 
totally 
d ev astating 
whole d istricts. 
B u t plagu es of them 
still occu r a t interv als. 
The flies In qu estion — 0110 species is 
called

phaga— lay their eggs in the bod ies of 
the grasshoppers. 
Once hatched , tho 
gru bs d o the r e s t 
Und er d a te of Ju ly 
10, 1007 , a correspond ent of the In­ 
sect B u reau , writing from Cou lee City , 
In the S ta te of W ashington, reported 
that grasshoppers In that neighborhood 
were d y ing by millions, and th a t In the 
bod y of each was a “worm,” d ou btless 
the maggot of one of these little flies. 
N atnr*'« B alance. 
N atu re Is try ing all the tim e to pre­ 
serv e a balance, and thu s u nd er ord i­ 
nary circu m stances thero a re for ev ery 
kind of Insect of i>osslble pestiferou s 
ness a su fficient nu mber of enemies to 
keep It In check. 
For Instance, the 
wheat mid ge, or “red weev il,” as It is 
more 
popu larly 
called , 
committed

ply th a t its enemies keep it d own. 
If 
those enem ies were swept ou t of ex ­ 
istence, ev en temporarily , Its rav ages 
wou ld he on a d isastrou s scale. # 
A recent ex perim ent was aim ed at 
the “green bu g”—a species 
of 
plant 
lou se which d id enormou s m ischief In 
the Sou thw est last y ear. 
In as mu ch 
as this Insect begins Its w ork In the 
Sou th, grad u ally ex tend ing Its opera­ 
tions northw ard with the ad v ance of

Nowr, any bod y who goes abou t In a 
field th a t Is being d ev astated by these 
w orms will notice th a t m any , and ev en 
a m a jority of them hav e small white 
spots on their bod ies. 
These are the 
eggs of a little fly th a t looks somewhat 
like a hou sefly , and which Is known 
to science as W inthemia. 
When they 
are hatched the gru bs th a t emerge from 
them will bore throu gh the skins of 
the caterpillars and feed on their v i­ 
tals. 
T his will not prev ent the worms 
from d oing d amage, bu t it will rend er 
them Incapable of transform ing Into 
the ad u lt form —of becoming moths, in 
other word s.

m anifest If one takes the trou ble to 
collect a qu antity of the worms and 
pu t them Into a box cov ered with wire 
net. 
It will he fou nd th a t many flies 
are reared , bu t almost no millers. 
T his is a v ery new cou ntry , especial­ 
ly in the agricu ltu ral sense, and na­ 
tu re ’s balance has been throw n tem­ 
porarily ou t of gear, so to speak, by 
m an’s Interference.

Dr. McCreary consid ers the case to 
be u niqu e of its kind in the history of 
med ical science. 
D espite the fact th a t 
the need le grad u ally w orked Itself u p 
throu gh her arm and bod y to the neck, 
w here It was fou nd , an abscess formed 
on Miss Shield s’ hand which was so 
seriou s that her hand a t one time w as 
swollen to three tim es Its natu ral size. 
T he accid ent happened In the early 
pa r t of Ju ne. 
Miss Shield s was ru b­ 
bing the clothes v igorou sly against the 
w ashboard in a tu b. 
Su d d enly she felt 
a piercing pain and d ropped the wash* 
ing, cry ing, “ I hav e rim a need le int/ 
ray h a nd !” 
T he wou nd bled v ery little, bu t w'hile 
Miss Shield s w as on her way to a d oc­ 
tor to hav e the need le remov ed , her 
hand commenced to swell.

hou sekeeper that the pain which was 
trou bling her was probably cau sed by 
the need le she ran into her finger. 
Miss Shield s w as Incred u lou s, Imt 
Dr. M cCreary perform ed a slight opera­ 
tion nnd pu lled ou t the missing need le 
w ith a pair of forceps.

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TH E LAW ON TRESPASSING. 


Owner** nigh t* on P riv ate P rope rty 
Su prem e In A lm ost All Case*. 
One who owns or rents a parcel of 
land has the right of ex clu siv e posses­ 
sion and any u su rpation of that right, 
ev en tho slightest, Is a trespass. 
If I 
bu t place one foot ov er the Hu e, if I 
fell a tree so th a t It fall on my neigh­ 
bor’s land , w hether it be Intentionally 
or not, or If I allow my rain spou t to 
d ischarge w ater ov er the line, I am a 
trespasser. 
Common as Is the practice of picking 
berries on the land of nobod y knows 
or cares whom, the picker Is a tre s ­ 
passer and Is liable for the v alu e of 
the berries, and , w hat is less generally 
realized , if the picker sells the berries 
the pu rchaser Is liable for their v alu e 
to the owner of the land , no m atter 
how Innocent lie m ay be. 
Hu nting Is u o more priv ileged than 
berry picking. 
T he general acqu ies­ 
cence of city people In wand ering Ind ia 
crlm lnately ov er cou ntry people's land 
establishes no law, and if farm ers al­ 
low it withou t complaint, it Is ra th e r a 
waiv er of their right to su e for tre s ­ 
pass, than a license to misu se their 
property ^ 
The farm er may stBLju ic*. 
and If sev eral persons be in the party , 
each is responsible for the whole d a m ­ 
age. 
An owner or occu pant alway s has a 
remed y in a su it a t law’ for a w rong 
fu l trespass, and when the case comes 
within the abov e statu tes, he m ay h iv e 
the offend er arrested , tried and sen­ 
tenced . 
He 
has another 
remed y in 
some cases. 
If he catches the offend er 
In the act or a t any time before the 
offend er gains w ha t In law is posses­ 
sion of land , he m ay ex pel him by 
force. 
Bu t In su ch cases care m u st be 
taken to u se only so mu ch force as is 
necessary . 
If the offend er resisls, the 
farm er may call help, bind him hand s 
and feet, and carry him off his farm , 
bu t the law will in no Instance cou n­ 
tenance any a tte m pt to pu nish him. 
Similarly boy s m ay be d riv en from an 
orchard , bu t If the farmer giv es them 
a licking to teach them not to come 
again, he lay s him self liable to a seri­ 
ou s criminal charge. 
Any consent to an entry by the ow n­ 
e r Is a license and makes It no wrong, 
w hether the consent be ex press or Im­ 
plied . An ex press consent Is of cou rse 
limited 
Rtrlctly 
to 
the pu rposes for 
which It was giv en. 
It need not bo In 
w riting; It may be oral. 
It Is personal, 
th a t Is, one who Is giv en the right 
cannot pass It to another, and it Is re 
v oked by the sale of the land by the 
licenser. 
Intercou rse between men Is so ex ­ 
tensiv e and so necessary that a land 
owner, by Implication, Is held to hav e 
consented tha t others come to him for 
pu rposes of bu siness, cou rtesy , Infor­ 
mation, etc. 
In su ch 
cases, 
If 
the 
comer d emean 
him self properly and 
d oes no d amage he Is not a trespasser. 
In a few cases one Is giv en a license 
to enter on a nothe r’s land by the law. 
F or Instance, a fireman may enter on 
A’s lau d In his end eav ors to pu t ou t a 
(Ire on It’s. 
If It seems necessary he 
m ay ev en tear d ow n A’s bu ild ings to 
stop the spread of the lire, and A m u st 
tak e w hat the S ta te award s him for 
Ills d amage. 
So pu blic officers, asses­ 
sors, sheriff’s or const allies hav e a right 
to enter withou t penalty . 
If a highw ay 
Is ou t of repair or Is 
flood ed 
w ith 
w ater, a trav eler may pass ov er the 
ad joining priv ate property , bu t he m u st 
ta k e care to d o no more d amage than 
is necessary . 
If an owner's d eed s bou nd Ills land 
by a highway , ho ow ns to the mid d le of 
the highway and his ownership there 
is ns su preme ns in his field , qu alified 
only by the right of the pu blic to m nke 
u se of it as a highway . 
Therefore tlie 
herbage growing the re is his and any ­ 
one cu tting It and carry ing It aw ay I» 
liable for Its v alu e. 
T attle grazing on 
tlie highway are trespassers and their 
ow ners are liable, u nless by law the 
cattle are perm itted to roam at large, 
({rowing trees also belong to the ow ner 
of the land , and any one cu tting them Is 
a trespasser. Land bou nd ed by a brook 
similarly ex tend s to the mid d le of the 
brook nnd a stra nge r taking lee or fish 
therefrom Is n trespasser.

M. Isvolsky, Russian Foreign Minister, 


Has Succeeded In Impressing Upon 


Sir Edward Grey, British Secretary 


for Foreign Affairs, the 
Necessity 


That Not Only Should a Conference 


of the Powers Be Called to Consider 


the Balkan Question, but That Other 


Questions Should Be Considered. 


London, Oct. 13.— M. Isvolsky, the 
Russian foreign m inister, has succeed­ 
ed 
in im pressing upon 
Sir E dw ard 
Grey, the British secretary for foreign 
affairs, the necessity that not only 
should a conference of the powers he 
held to settle the crisis in the n e a r 
East, but that this conference should 
take under advisem ent other questions 
besides those involved in the an n ex a­ 
tion by A ustria of Bosnia and H erze­ 
govina and the declaration of Bulgari­ 
an independence. 
T his change of front on the part of 
G reat Britain, which has caused great 
surprise, was announced by the foreign 
office a t the conclusion of a long con­ 
ference betw een Sir Edw ard Grey and 
M. Isvolsky, after a m eeting of th*- cab ­ 
inet, at which Sir Edw ard set forth th e 
position he had taken and explained 
the views of the R ussian foreign m in­ 
ister. 
Sir E dw ard’s secretary in m a k ­ 
ing the announcem ent, said: 
“ It may be affirmed with certainty 
that both m inisters concur in the ne­ 
cessity for a conference and th a t til© 
pour parlors at the foreign office, fol­ 
lowing as they do on tile F ran co- R us­ 
sian negotiations on the- sam e subject, 
have sm oothed away some of the diffi­ 
culties which were in the way. 
It is 
now regarded as probable that the de­ 
velopm ents in the n ear E a st also n e ­ 
cessitate the scope of the questions to 
be* discussed a t (he conference. 
F u rth e r th an this nothing could be 
ascertained officially as to the* q ues­ 
tions M. Isvolsky 
desires to include. 
In fact, it is doubtful lf it has been 
decided w hat shall be take n up In addi­ 
tion to the two actions which brought 
about the crisis, for it was intim ated 
that the pour parlers at the British 
foreign office have not yet been con­ 
cluded and may continue for several 
days. 
It is doubted w hether Russia is an x ­ 
ious to reopen the D ardenelles for the 
present, for if this is done it must be 
for all nations, and Russia is not likely 
to desire that while her fleet is so 
weak. 
Besides, oth er treaties in a d ­ 
dition to the treaty of Berlin would be 
involved. 
T he only point on h e r previous stand 
G reat Britain is continuing to insist 
upon apparently is that no modification 
of a treaty can be perm itted without 
the consent of all parties to that tre a ­ 
ty, and at her proposal the powers 
have instructed their am bassadors at 
C onstantinople to reaffirm this princi­ 
ple. 
W hat end can he served by this I 
is not stated by the foreign office, but 
it can hardly he expected th at efther 
Bulgaria or Austria-H ungary will con­ 
sen t to restore the legal statue in Bul­ 
garia and Bosnia aud Herzegovina be­ 
fore the questions of independence and 
annexation are considered, as the pow­ 
ers have decided m ust be done with 
respect to the island of Cret**. 


T H R O A T Y YOUNG PRINCES 


Hot-Headed Serbs May Yet Light the 
Torch of W ar. 
Belgrade. Oct. 13.— The Inflam m ato­ 
ry speeches of Crown Brince George of 
Servia, who is inciting the* people to 
w ar while his father, King Peter, l as 
observed an attitude of caution, causes 
uneasiness in official circles in Bel­ 
grade. 
T here is less fear of w ar than 
of a dynastic crisis and an attem p t to 
place the crow n prince on the throne. : 
T he Servian prem ier has tried vainly 
to suppress the crown prince, for it is 
feared that he may lead bands *>f vol­ 
unteers against Bosnia, or do som e­ 
thing equally rash. 
It 
is said in political circles thnt 
G reat Britain and France have prom ­ 
ised Servia their moral support if she 
m aintains a peaceful course, and have 
suggested also that Servia might be 
given the Saujak of Novipazar, w ith 
T u rk e y ’s c o n s e n t 
P rince P eter of M ontenegro, son of 
the reigning prince, Nicholas I., has 
telegraphed to Crown Prince George of 
Servia, saying: 
“ I am delighted at 
the spirited and very practical words 
you have spoken to an equally enthu 
elastic gathering of our dear brethren. 
I cordially em brace you, dear cousin, 
and pray God we soon may m eet on 
the crim son field.” 
Prince George has sent the follow­ 
ing m essage in reply: 
“ YtVur kind 
w ords h a v e deeply touched me. 
Ever 
true to the ideals of our beloved Serb 
nationality, I am rejoiced beyond m eas­ 
ure a t the opportunity given int* to p ar­ 
ticipate even in a m odest way in the j 
enthusiastic and united expression of j 
patriotic feeling of our dear b rethren.”
